2. Petition : Applicant hereby renews the petition to revive an unintentionally abandoned 
application, and for reinstatement of the above-identified application. 

3. Nature of Abandonment : In response to an Office Action, of May 11, 2005, a Terminal 
Disclaimer was timely submitted, on 8/2/2005, but signed by Respondent who inadvertently was 
not of record on this docket at that time.
